Racing Is Nevertheless Good — The Hague Wins the 
Nursery Stud Selling Stakes in Sharp 
Drive with Bobby Boyer. 



Lexington, Ky., September 22. — The third after- 
noon of the Kentucky Association’s fall meeting was 
marked by the defeat of all the favorites. One after 
another they were Itowled over with a regularity 
that was annoying and costly t<» followers of public 
form, and at t lie close of the day the talent departed 
lamenting the fact that they had not been able to 
see a slugle lirst choice pass the judges first. The 
racing on the whole was spectacularly good and was 
highly enjoyed. The attendance was greater than 
ou either of the previous days. The weather was 
delightful and the truck fast. 

The feature of the card was the Nursery Stud 
Selling Stakes, for two-year-olds, at three-quarters 
of a mile, with a gross value of $975, the winner’s 
net portion being $658. There were seven starters. 
On the strength of his eastern reputation Gold of 
Ophir was made an overwhelming choice, imt he 
proved one of the worst disappointments of the aft- 
ernoon, trailing his company distantly throughout 
and bareiy finishing iu front of the despised Mary 
Day. The Hague landed the purse after a sharp 
drive in the last sixteenth to wear down Bobby 
Boyer, with Explicit in third place. Winning 
Widow, another eastern performer, after showing 
good speed for a half mile, quit badly and finished 
iu the ruck. 

About the greatest disappointment since the open- 
ing of the meeting came with the running of the 
fifth lace and the defeat of Helmet. E. It. Bradley’s 
crack. Beau Chilton held him safe for the entire 
trip. Helmet's defeat was attributed iu the main 
to an unsatisfactory ride that he' received from J. 
Relil. The hoy allowed him to trail too far out of 
it in the first half mile. 

A dozen cheap platers made up the offering in the 
opener, which resulted in a victory for Gentle Bess 
over Zuhra, with the favorite. Davy, outside of the 
money. There was an abundance of speed in the 
third race, some of the tx-st splinters at the course 
furnishing the contest. Ilarrigan, lightly considered 
by his connections, proved the winner over John 
Griffin II.. with the favorite, Mary Davis in third 
place. 

The second race went to Jack Weaver in a close 
finish with Royal Eagle aud Henry Walbank. The 
ldg field of starters accounted for much crowding 
soon after the start. 

William Shields scored his first .Kentucky success 
when Merman landed the closing purse from Molesey 
and Azo. Mamie Algol, the favorite, ran in striking 
contrast to her previous winning effort aud finished 
fourth. 

Dick Goodbar was withdrawn from the first race 
because of his failure to arrive from Latonia iu 
time. This gelding belongs to Sheriff Dan Scott 
and has t>ecn in the stable of T. II. Stevens. When 
tlie latter was here Tuesday an arrangement was 
made to turn Dick Goodbar over to Walter Grater 
for the remainder of this meeting. He arrived late 
this afternoon. 

Jockey V. Powers turned in his badge to Secre- 
tary Shelley last night and went to Iaiuisville to 
reduce his weight. Powers weighs 120 pounds and 
for that reason was not seen in the saddle here. 

Lew Marion, former trainer of the St. James 
Stable, who holds the contract on jockey Carl Ganz. 
came today from Louisville for a conference with 
Irving H. Wbeatcroft. Mr. Marion says lie is unde- 
cided as to what he will do this winter, hut thinks 
it probable that he will buy three or four horses and 
take them to Juarez to race ou li is own account. 

Jo#key Ganz. who has been out of t lie saddle for 
two months because of an attack of malaria, is 
now galloping horses at Louisville, and will he ready 
to resume riding when the meeting at Churchill 
Downs opens. 

Among the notables present today were J. C. S. 
Blackburn, former United States Senator and gover- 
nor of tlie Panama /'mini zone. Mr. Blackburn is 
an ardent lover of to. ■' and sat with the judges 
in the stand during fciw. -uning of three of the 
races. -s. 

Judge Allie Young, chairman of the Democratic 
State Campaign Committee and Col. Jack Chinn wore 
present. 

Henry McDaniel left tonight for Toronto. Tlie 
ten yearlings he purchased will be broken hen* by 
liis nephew, Walter Scofield, at the close of this 
meeting. 

The mutuel system of betting is daily growing in 
favor with the numerous easterners here. It is 
probable that the total amount wagered at this 
session of racing will exceed that of the spring 
meeting. 

The horses of Mose Goldblatt and James Arthur 
will be transferred from Latonia to Louisville to- 
morrow. 

Henderson & Hogan have secured first call ou 
jockey T. Koerncr for the remainder of tlie Ken- 
tucky season of racing. 

Beau Chilton pulled up with a pronounced lame- 
ness. making his victory the more creditable. This 
was his fourth consecutive success, he having won 
two races at Windsor before coming here. 

Tlie closing race was started by Secretary William 
Shelley, starter Cassidy having departed under the 
lielief ..that all the races were over after the fifth 
had been run. He is tonight undergoing a lot of 
good-natured chaffing from his friends because of 
the incident. 

Sixty-five yearlings were disposed of at last 
night’s sale of the Kentucky Sales Company for an 
aggregate of $13. (XX). an average of $2<xi. The high- 
est price paid was $1.5(N> for a chestnut colt by Or- 
nament, and the next highest $650 for a brown 
filly by Peep o’Day and $625 for a chestnut colt by 
Stalwart.

NEW RULE IN EFFECT AT TORONTO. 



General Public Excluded from Woodbine Track Dur- 
ing Hours Devoted to Training Operations. 



Toronto, Ont., September 22. — The fall session of 
racing at Woodbine, which is scheduled to begin 
on Saturday, promises to be the greatest ever held 
by the Ontario Jockey Club. The horses here to parti- 
cipate in the racing arc higher class than those of 
previous seasons, many prominent New York owners 
being represented. S. ('. Hildreth is expected to arrive 
with a division of his stable. The management has 
reserved a stable for the Hildreth horses and at the 
urgent request of tlie latter has refrained from 
allotting these stalls to others who have been anxious 
to come. The course was never ill 1 letter condition 
and never looked prettier than it does this fall. 
Everything is in readiness for the opening and all 
that is necessary to make the meeting a memorable 
one is pleasant weather. 

W. S. Voslmrgh will do the handicapping for the 
Ontario Jockey Club this fall. It will be his first 
season as an official on a Canadian track. Besides 
acting as handieapper Mr. Vosburgh will be one of 
tlie stewards. Tlie other officials will be the same 
as at last spring’s meeting. 

The club has inaugurated some new rules here 
this faff, one of which is that the course during 
the morning hours shall be reserved for the use of 
horsemen and trainers. It had l»eeu the custom for 
people to flock to the track in the morning in such 
numbers as to swarm on the course itself. Accidents 
were narrowly averted and on complaint of tlie 
horsemen the association decided that it would lx* 
Wst to liar the general public during the morning. 
The new ruling includes the cloekers, and the latter 
are loud in ilicir complaints.
